"> EE who have {for theſe two yeares,paſt) been by your honours conducted through many.dangers, and by providence have 
been hitherto protected, who have ofcen ſeen the devouring ſword of araging enemy drawn forth againſt us, threat- 
ni-g dftiudtiontous, andnow ſeethem vanquiſhr,and our ſelves ſeemingly ſetled in peace and ſafety, are yer ſenſible 
of a more dangerous ſtorme hangiog over our heads,then ever the malice of our open enemies could haye contrived or 
tir fury cmd to fall upon us, which vunleſſe diverted, ſtrikes not onlyatour liberty, butalſo at our lives. To whom

Hath any thing been defired by us that hath notbeen promiſed us, or then wee havejuſt cauſe to expeR, if there hath, then ler it and the 

authors thereof periſh? But can the Parliament upon miſ- information paſſe us tor encmics, and wee not therein perceive the delignes of our 
Enemics Can wee be ſatisfied with a complemcnt, when our fellow Soldiers ſuffer at every Aſfize, for as meerly relating tothe Warre? 
Is it not our lives wee ſeek for? Where ſhall wee be ſecured, when the meer envy of a malicious perſon is ſufficient to deſtroy us? Were our 
Enemies in the field with their ſwords in their hands , wee ſhould expetno more then abarecommand, anda divine proteRion in our ende- 
voures to free our ſelves bur it isanother; and a farre worſe Enemy that-wee have to deal with, who like Foxes lurke intheir Densz and can- 
not be dealt wich, though,diſcovered,bcing protected by thoſe who are intruſted with the Government of the Kingdome; it is the griefs of 
our hearts, that wee cannot deſire our own ſecurity, without the h2zard of your Honours, if but in ſpeaking in ourbehalfe : When ſhall we ſee 
Jaſtice diſpenced wichour partiality,or when (hall the weal publike be 4 y ſought after & endevoured; can this Iriſh expedition be any thing 
elſc, but a defign to ruine &break this Army in peeces,certainly reaſon tels us it can be nothing elſe;otherwiſe,why are not thoſe who have bin 
madeinftruments inour Countries deliverance, again be thought worthy to be employed?

Maſters, and degenerate into Tyrants: Weare earneſt ther: fore with your Honours, to uſe your utmoſt endevours, that before any other or 
further propoſitions be {entto us, our expeRaitions may be ſatisfied, which if they are not, wee conceive our ſelves, and our friends, as bad 
as deſtroyed, being expoſed to the mercilefle cruelties of our malicious enemies, and ſhall your Honour, or any other faithfull Seryantts - 
the Srare,be appointed for the Service of ireland, and accept of that imployment, we muſt of neceflity (contrary to our deſires) ſhew our 
ſelves averſe to that ſervice, untill our juſt defires be granted, the juſt Rights and liberties of the Subjects of England, vindicated and maintai- 
ned; (and then) as God and our owne conſciences beare us witneſſe, ſhall we teſtifie to the Kingdom the integrity of our hearts tothe'ſer= 7
